And if the sales tax is not pa ss­ 
ed by the House before tha t ciate 
t is considered as good as dead. 
The sta te 
constitution 
provides 
that leg isla tion does

•ffective until the J uly 1 followir r 
Its passage. The only exception to 
:his Is leg isla tion which carries an 
emergency clause . 
Emergency legislation which be­ 
comes effective immediately on a p­ 
proval of the Governor, requires a 
tw o-thirds vote of 
both 
house -. 
The present sa les tax bill does net 
rarry an emergency clause and it 
is extrem ely doubtful tha t suffici­ 
ent votes could 
be mustered 
in 
either house to atta ch such a pro­ 
vision. 
If the sales tax bill were passed 
after J uly 1. in event the Assem ­ 
bly were held in session past th o 
date, it would not, wlhout the a d­

Duncan, who retired 
from the 
Supreme Court Friday, also ruled 
tha t the exemption of motor fuel 
from the tax was proper. 
“ The farm er’s 
business,” 
said 
former J ustice Duncan, “ is primar­ 
ily production and the sale by him 
nf his products is merely incident­ 
al to his business or occupation as 
producer. The farmer, when selling 
his produce, is not, strictly spea k­ 
ing. eng a ge in the business < f 
n - 
tailing, but is engaged in an inci­ 
dental part of his business of pro 
ducing. 
His exemption do^s not 
render the art objectionable.” 
He also declared that motor fuel 
could be 
exempted on the ground 
tha t it was not considered tangible 
personal property under the three 
per cent law. 
J ustice J ones held tha t the G en­ 
eral Assembly, In enacting an oc­ 
cupational tax, 
may include 
or 
exclude whatever 
occupations

pleases, the only limitation being 
tha t the law 
must operate

form on all cla sses of occupation

POPULAR GOVERNMENT STANDS THE TEST 
Few congressional sessions in American history have 
» een more important work accomplished than the special 
session of the past spring. 
And tew have done more to 
enhance Congress' reputation. 
The Congress that convened in ex traordinary session 
last March came to Washington at a moment when repre­ 
sentative government in this country was more unpopular, 
prob ab ly, than at any time since the adoption of the con­ 
stitution. 
People were afraid, people were angry, people were 
deeply distrustful. 
They knew that the country needed 
swift and drastic action, and they did not b elieve that Con­ 
gress was capab le of furnishing it. 
If the president had 
refused to call a special session and had ruthlessly seized 
the legislative function for himseli 
it is prob ab le 
that 
many Americans would have applauded. 
The president, of course, had no intention of doing any 
such thing. 
Congress convened, listened to w hat he had 
to say— anti then proceeded to demonstrate that A m erica’s 
representative government can I unction just ab out as ef­ 
ficiently and intelligently as tin* severest critic could ask. 
To b e sure, Congress m ade mistakes. 
It kicked over 
k.he traces now and then ; it indulged in a last-round flare- 
up over cuts in veterans’ compensation. 
Hut in the main 
,1 played b all. 
It gave the president just ab out w hat he 
asked for, and it gave it to him fast. 
And this, perhaps, is as encouraging a thing as has ha p­ 
pened all spring. 
Our w hole system of representative government was on 
trial when this Congress convened. 
People were impa­ 
tient of delay, of protracted talk, of petty politics. 
If Con­ 
gress had failed, a profound shift in our democratic form 
of government would have b een almost inevitab le. 
Congress came through; and it came through, not b e­ 
cause its memb ers were finer, more patriotic men than the 
memb ers of proceeding Congress, b ut b ecause the right 
kind 
of 
leadership was forthcoming from the White 
House. 
It proved that the legislative b ranch ot a demo­ 
cratic government can work efficiently and speedily if the 
ex ecutive b ranch knows h o w to dem and it. 
It justified 
our traditional faith in our representative democracy.

OUR SAFER HIGHWAYS 
For the first time there is an indication that the Am er­ 
ican people are b eginning to learn how to handle their 
automob ile traffic safely. 
The National Safety 
Council 
oints out 
that 
motor 
vehicle fatalities last year dropped for the first time since 
autos took to the highways. 
To b e sure, fewer were b e­ 
ing driven than in the year b efore; yet the reduction in 
traffic fatalities— ab out 13 per cent 
was twice as great 
as the decrease in automob ile travel, as gauged b y 
g a s o ­ 
line consumption. 
Of course, one swallow doesn't make a summer. 
The 
total of traffic deaths is still shockingly high; there is ev­ 
ery reason to ex pect that it will continue to b e so fat 
many years. 
Hut it is encouraging to notice tha* we are 
at least making a start on the job of cutting it down. 
It 
we can continue with our safety campaigns, it we find 
new ways of regulating the flow of traffic and it' individ­ 
ual drivers come to recognize more 
e l e a r h their r e s p o n ­ 
sib ility, we should b e ab le to reduce the toll a little each 
vrar. 


TOSCANINI AND THF. NAZIS 
Nazi leaden in Germany are enraged, according to 
cab le dispute lies, b ecause Arturo loscanini. famous New 
\ ork orchestra leader, has refused to conduct 
p e r f o r m ­ 
ances at this summ er’s W agnerian festival at Heyreuth. 
Toscanini cancelled hG contract b ecause he opposes the 
Nazi anti-Jew policy. 
The interesting thing ab out it all is that the Nazis a n 
iow ex plaining to the German people that l oscanini "ha 
not escaped the effects of tin* great and well organized 
inti-Germ am propaganda.” 
I hat, of course, is one way o{ looking at it. 
Hut why 
:*nnot these Nazi chieftains understand, or admit, that 
it is their own actions which constitute the greater part 
of this "anti-German propagan d a” ? 
W hen the Nazis 
came to power, Germany had more friends in foreign na­ 
tions than at any tinu since the war. 
If <he has lost a 
great many o! thmn the b lame rests on what the Naz s 
have done, and not on any cooked-up wave of propa­ 
ganda.
